2.  Questions  3,  4,  and  5  were  answered  affirmatively  more 
frequently  than  1  and  2. 

3.  Question  3  shows  that  67%  of  married  males  know  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  fallout  shelters  while  72%  of  married  females  know 
shelter  locations. 


Revised  Pre-Shelter  Questionnaire 
(ES  VIII) 


Following  ES  VII,  analysis  of  the  Pre-Shelter  Questionnaire  in¬ 
dicated  that  some  questions  could  be  quantified  and  others  needed 
revision.  As  a  result  the  following  Questionnaire  was  administered 
with  the  results  given  in  table  form.
